ioated as tbero is between tho domestic cat 
and the panther of the forest, — that in the 
one caso he is, comparatively speaking, a mild 
and inoffensive being, and in the other an 
infuriate— a madman of the most violent 
character, roady to tako life and deal desttuc 
tion arcund. It may be said that tho whito man 
does not any more than the Indian improve by 
coming in contact with ardent spirits ; but 
we have on former occasions showu that there 
are a great many influences at work lo keep 
whitemcn from ovor indulgence— their posi- 
tion in society and possibly their daily broad 
— and there is, even should they overstep 
tho bounds of sobriety, a self-restraint im- 
posod by the habits of oivilizod life that 
makes their drunken hilarity a very different 
pastime from tho violont orgies of the sav 
age. 

There is always a good argument, at least 
a plausible one, in abrogating a law which is 
openly and with impunity violated; but be- 
fore proceeding to tho extreme step it is 
oftentimes more prudent to consider whether 
the evil can be remedied — whether tho 
can be made more effective. We think the 
Houso in this matter has not acted in the 
true philosophic spirit. It has out the Gor 
dian knot — it has demolished the embauk. 
ment because it could not stop the oozing of 
tho water. Wo are ready to admit that there 
arc a great many difficulties in tho qncstion 
and that tho easiest legislation is to have no 
law upon tho subject; but there are difficul- 
ties in everything pertaining to the regulation 
of human action, and the same argument 
that would induco us to dispense with a law 
because it is continually broken would lead 
us to give up all efforts to punish felony be- 
cause we cannot prevent people robbing or 
murdering their fellow creatures. Thero h 
a wise policy that comes in oftentitnos as the 
lesser of two evils, and that isguiding an evil 
element which wo cannot prevent or 
destroy. But tha House has not adopt- 
ed that policy. Ilad it accopted the 
proposition to confine the open traffic 
to the city of Victoria, however inconsistent 
it might appear to have one law for Indianti 
living in one place, nud another law for In- 
dians living in another, the principal diffi- 
culty of the question would have been 
avoided. The largest portion, by far, of 
Indian whisky selling cases arise in Vic 
toris, it is here that the recruits for the 
chain-gang are principally raised, and a law 
allowiog the Indian lo drink at the bar of 
a public house within the city limits would 
take away tho most obnoxious characteristic 
of the prosent Act, and remove tho incon« 
tive which now exists among the worthless 
portion of our population to follow an oc-. 
cupation proscribed by the statute. The 
danger, if any should arise from the unre- 
stricted traffic, would easily bo hold in check, 
and tho experiment — fur we could only 
countenance such a thing na an experiment 
— would fully test the disputed question, 
whethor tho Indian of Vancouver Island is 
fit to be placed under tho same responsibili- 
ties as the whits man. Such a course, would 
have disarmed a great deal of tho opposition 
against throwing tho traflio completely open, 
and would havo shown that tho House was 
not inclined on so important a matter to act 
inconsiderably or to aot rashly ; that it was 
in fact anxious to givo the scheme a fair 
trial whero tho experiment could not, if it 
foiled, produce thoso disastrous results which 
might naturally he expected to flow from it, 
if unsuccessful, in tho outlying districts. And 
as on additional advantage, it would have 
taken away every legitimate excuso on the 
part of the Legislative Council, and forced 
that body into an acceptance or tho bill 
As it is tho Uppar House is not likoly to 
pass tho bill, and if it did tho sweeping 
churaotcr of the measure would most prohably 
produce such dissatisfaction in tho outlying 
districts as to call for its immediate repeal.

Information wan received last evening by 
wire (rom New YVcotrninsier, that Smallpox 
had made its appoaranoo among tho Indiana 
at New Westminster, sovon of whom had 
been attacked by this fearful eoourgo. Pre' 
cautions nguiust tho spread of tbo epidemic 
■were at onco taken by tho authorities who 
ordered tho Indians to bo removed. No 
deaths had occurred, anu the dieeaso was 
bo far confined to tho Datives. With this 
timely warning before u3 it would be well 
that our own authorises should inquire into 
tho sauitory condition of the aboriginals 
sojourning amongst us.

Dr. Dickson moved an address to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor asking for returns of 
amounts and dates of sums borrowed from 
the bunks in 'G5 and 'GO, with the authority 
upon which the sums wero borrowed, and 
tba present indebtedness to such banks. 

ihe mover said ho thought it necessary 
that the House Bhould know the financial 
state of the colony, and he had learned upon 
outside authority that BOmo $80,000 or SD0,- 
000 hud been borrowed from tho banks, ono 
of them declining to odvanoe any moro ex- 
cept upon proper authority. 

The Speaker thought the motion, as it 
stood, asked for more than wi s wanted, and 
would make tho returns too voluminous. 
Tho motion was simplified and passed. 

Messrs. M'Clure, Ash uud Powell bore 
entered. 

INDIAN LIQUOR BILL. 

House in Committee on this bill, Mr. 
Vuung in the cbuir. 

Dr. Trimble moved to expunge clause 1 
und to insert in lieu thereol u clause repeal* 
iiig the Liquor Act oj 1800 in toto. 

Mr. DeCosmos said ho understood what 
the hon. gentleman was aiming at. 

Dr. Trimble claimed tho floor and pro- 
oeedod to stato in what respects he con- 
sidered tho present Act a mischievous one 
which ought to bo done away with, and the 
trade with Indians thrown open instead of 
alfording a means of living to a set of 
scouiidrels. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that there was an 
ordinance ol the Governor in Council of 1854 
which had the lorco of law previous to the 
passing ol the ost of I SCO, and was repealed 
by that act. If tho act it-olf was now re- 
pealed the ordinanco would take effect. 

Cries of no, no ! 

Dr. Dickson rose to protest ngainst the 
repeal of the Indian Liquor Act ; ho had 
beard no sound argument against it, and 
considered that such a course would be most 
nurtful. It would not only, in bis opinion, 
opon a trade to unprincipled men (oh!) Dot 
if Indians could obtain spirits in any 
quantities they desired, it would be a death- 
blow to tho Christian work of Evangeliza- 
tion now being carried on by good rnon, and 
would dernoralizo tha natives. IIo did not 
consider that because tho presont act could 
not be rendered wholly effective it was any 
argument for its abrogation: Daniel 
O'Conr.ell had remarked that no law had 
over been Irumed that a coach and lour could 
not be driven through. 

Dr. Trimble hud mudo enquiries and was 
told by the police, who were the best judges 
of the working of the Act, that it was next 

10 usele.-s. 

Dr. Tolmie said os usual the hon. mem- 
ber lor the district (Dr. Dj, could neither oeo 
nor hear anything uguintt his own views. 
He (Dr. Tolmie) thought mat a conch and 
six hoists could bo drawn through this bill, 
lie had resided for many yeurs in this 
country, nnd was satisfied that the bill was 
altogether inoperative. Tho Indians could 
now got any quantity of poison they ro- 
quired in secret, and they became debased. 

11 they woro allowed to drink it decently 
they would behavo themselves fur better. 
So far as elevating or Christianising the In- 
diana was ooncerned, ho would toll tho hon. 
member for lho district, although thcro was 
no necessity to mention names, Hint thoso 
engaged in the work looked forward to the 
day when the Act would bo repealed. 

Dr. Dickson wished to question this nssor- 
tion. 

Dr. Tolmio would not submit to be cate- 
chised by the lion, member. He would 
not yield to him in wishing wall to the In- 
dians, but he advooated a humane policy 
towards them which would advance thoir 
social progress. Ho had lornieriy been only 
in lavor ol abrogating the law no far as it ap- 
plied to Victoria, but in order to bo con- 
sistent he should now second tho motion of 
the hon. member for lho District (Dr. 
Trimble.) \ 

Mr. MoCluro said it was not pleasant to 
travol over all the arguments that had beet: 
introduced on this measure on a previous 
occasion, and he would not attempt it, but 
would oontent himself with opposing lho 
sweeping abrogation as proposed by lho 
hon. member for thu Distriol (Dr. Trimble). 
Ho was well aware of the difficulties that 
beset thu question no matter how the Houho 
decided; but he thought it dungerous to ex- 
pose thu outlying settlements to an unre> 
stricled liquor trulfio. As a tentative mens- 
uro he would support a schomo lhat would 
throw tho traffic opon in Victoria, restricting 
the Indian lo drinking at tho bar. He con- 
sidered that the present system of encoura- 
ging inlormers by the reward of half thu fine 
was B most insidious ouo (hoar, hoar) and 
tended iu a fur greater degree to injure the 
community than the evil it sought to remedy. 
(Hear, hour.) It had in other ooantries 
produced great corruption in lho police force, 
and had ultimately to bo abutod. If lho 
traffic wero thrown opon within the city lim- 
its, somo supervision oould bo maintained 
ovor tho Indian, aud ho would support the 



meroly to give it a" trial, but ho would 
not voto for throwing away every re- 
striction iu tho outlying district, endangering 
the lives of isolated farmers uud thereby 
obstructing the settlement of the country. 

Dr. Ash had considered lho subject well 
and wus now in favor of abolishing tho lu- 
dtan Liquor bill. It nppoared to him that 
tha punishments inflicted by the bill fell on 
the wrong parties. II was not bo much the 
wretched whisky Bellcr who was to bo 
blamed, as tho merchants who imported a bad 
claeB of liquors especially for that traffic. 
In making this remark ho did not allude to 
the H. B. Co., as they did not soil liquor to 
Indians, but tho traffic as it was now curried 
on interfered materially with their trade. 

Mr. DeCosmos again called attention to 
tho fuel that tbo Govnrnor in Council had 
passed an ordinance in August, '54, which 
ho maintained would bo revived if this pre- 
sent net was repealed. 

Dr. Tolmio stated that in Washington 
Territory rural polioo wero stationed at In- 
dian settlements who took hold of a drunken 
Indian nnd flogged him. He thought the 
objections of the hon. member for tho cily 
(Mr. McCluro) might bo got ovor by adopt- 
ing a similar system hero, 

Mr. McClure had seen the natives in oilier 
couulries turned into police having jurisdic- 
tion over the natives, and lho system worked 
well. IIo would bo in favor of such a 
scheme hoio, but nntil an organization of tho 
kind existed, ho would bo opposed to the 
open traffic. 
On tho motion being put tho vole stood — 
Ayes — Ash, Trimble, Tolmio, Helmcken, 
Powoll, Oars well, Siamp (7). 
Noes — DeCosmos, McClure, Dickson (3). 
Tho Chairmun declared lho bill dead. 
Mr. DoCosmos protested against such an 
extraordinarily irregular proceeding. The 
other sections of lho bill had yet to bo con- 
sidered. 

Dr. Helmcken— Of courso they must, but 
ibey may ba all struok out. 

Dr, Trimblo suggested lhat a Committee 
might bo appointed to draft a bill in confor- 
mity with tho views of tha hou. member for 
tho city on his left (Mr. McClure), introdu- 
cing a clause embodying the suggestion as to 
the nativo police. That would put an end 
to further discussion. 

Mr. DeCosmos commented on the ovils to 
be anticipated from abrogating the law, al- 
though ho felt quite assured that such a 
measure would not pass thu Three Estntes 
this session, Iu largo communities like 
Victoria and Nanaimo the inhabitants might 
bo nblo to take caro of themsolves, but to 
throw opon wholesale truffle in tho settle- 
ments would bo highly dangerous and loave 
the isolated bottlers and their families in a 
state of great insecurity. Ho thought that 
if the Indian was allowed lo obtain what ho 
required to drink nt a bar but was prohibited 
from carrying anything awoy, it would afford 
the protection riquirod. 

The subsequent clauses woro road and ex- 
punged and tho preamble altered in accord- 
ance with the ropealing olause. Thu bill 
was thou roporlcd. 

TflK MUNICIPAL ANU ROAD ACT REPEAL BILL. 

On this hill coming up for consideration, 

Mr. M'Clure moved that the committee 
report progress on the bill, as everything 
would depend on the action taken by the 
House on the bills rejected by the Council. 

Dr. Tolmio was in favor of municipal in- 
stitutions, but thought tha country districts 
too spatsoly populated yet. 

Dr. Hetiaoken uud other members asked 
tho hr.n. gentleman to withdraw the bill but 
Mr. McCluro would not. 

Dr. Helmcken— Then I move that the 
oommittce do now rise. 

Mr. McClure said if tho committee rose on 
the bill they would be simply preventing the 
Road Act being repealed tho present session, 
us'the House would expiro in a few weeks 
and there would bo no lirao to introduce u 
new bill. 

Dr. Helmcken considered there would be 
ample time. 

Mr. McClure — Thou to test tho hon. mom- 
bor's sincerity as well as the sincerity ol other 
agricultural members, I am willing to alrikc 
out every clause in tho bill but that repealing 
the Road Act. 

Dr. Helmckon would not support the re- 
peal of tho Road Aot. 

Mr. McClure thought tho hon. gontlemnn 
would not. If the votes of tho farmers 
throughout tho Island wore takeu, however, 
he (Mr. McClure) believed thoy would be 
almost uuauimous in favor of repealing n:i 
Act lhat wua so cumbrous and wrought eo 
muoh injustice as tho Road Act. 

Dr. Diokson uekoil lho hon. member lo 
withdraw his bill. There was plenty of time 
to bring in a new bill. For his part, he was 
against the Road Act and in favor of its ro- 
peal. 

Mr. McCluro said lho hon. gentleman 
might express himself as strongly as he liked 
against a measure, but if his voto was not in 
ucoordanee with his sentiments, his expres- 
sions went for nothing. Do (Mr. MoCluro) 
would not withdraw the measure, but would 
compel the agricultural members lo vote upon 
it, aud show to their constituents how they 
dealt with their 'interests when they come 
up. 

The motion to riso was then put with tho 
following result ; 

Ayes — Stamp, Cars we 1 1, Dickson, Powell, 
Helmckon. Tolmie nnd Ash. 

Noes — DeCosmos, McClure and Trimblo 

Tho committee roso, and Dr. Trimble gave 
notico of motion to request His Excolloncy 
to furnish thu House with tho audited ac- 
counts ol 1805, nnd also notico of a bill to 
repeal tho Road Act. 

Tho House then adjourned till Monday, at 
one p.m. ^

A petition was read from Messrs. Lelairo, 
Durham , Campbell, Gronbaum, Cliue, Bussi 
aud other 'residents on Johnson street, culling 
attention to thu bad condition of a certain 
portion ol tho street and praying that the 
sumo might bo repaired. 

The Mayor said it was truo tho Governor 
had granted the ubo ot the chain gang for 
tho use of the Council in clearing the streets 
and gutters, and whun lho question of re- 
pairs to Yates streot was brought before His 
Excellency the Chief Engineer wus referred 
to tho Council who huvo hud tho repairs 
made. Ho (tho Mayor) had seen the place 
complained of, which certainly wanted re- 
pairing and would ooi<t but little although it 
must be borno in mind that tho Council hud 
no funds. 

Mr. Lewis thought that theso kind of ap- 
plications would pour in evory day if the 
Couooil commenced filling up holes in front 
of peoplo's proporty. Ho suggested that a 
Committee should wait upon the Governor 
and acquaint him of these requests asking 
that the chain gang be allowed to break up 
nmal, metal for macadamizing bad places in 
tho streets- 
Mr. Hebbard thought that the Mayor had 
lho power under the Governor's reply to lho 
Chief Engineer to comply with the prayer of 
tho petition, llo moved that lho matter be 
refeired lo tho Committee on Streets with 
powor to act in thu promises. 

Mr. Layzell said ho should like to seo the 
chain gang, if possible, boloro they were 
withdrawn, place nil the principal portions of 
lho ntrootB in repair. 
Tho motiou was carried.

Warden for Johnson street during tho ab- 
sence of Mr. Gowen. 

BY-LAW ON NVIIANCCS. 

Air- Lewis, in pursiianeo of u resolution ol 
the Council, introduced a by-law providing 
for tho appointment of a Commission to 
enforce the sanitary regulations of the cily, 
framed by tho Committee appointed for tlint 
purpuso. 

Tbo Mayor informed tho Couuoil that in- 
formation had b'jon received by telegraph of 



small-pox having broken out m^ n g the In- 
dians ut New Westminster. 

The by-law having been road the C^,,) C j] 
went into Committee on ihe by-law, Couu. 
cillor Lewis in tho chair, and after consider- 
ing tho various clauses tho Comrnitleo roso 
und reported tho by-law with some amend- 
ments and adjourned till Monday evening 
next. 

The same Commitloo with the Mayor was 
empowered to wait upon thu Governor to-day 
to obtain bis sanction to tho by-law.
